Black Teen-A gers and unemployment

The unemployment statistics for March 
1982, particularly as they pertain to black 
teen-agers, constitute a shocking indictment 
of the Reagan Administration's employment 
programs and policies and of its attitudes 
toward the black community. 

Not only does the overall unemployment 
rate stand at nine percent -- the-highest rate 
since World War Il and nearly two percentage 
points above the rate during this Administra- 
tion's first full month in office -- but the rate for 
black teen-agers is a mind-blowing 46 per- 
cent, an almost - four percentage point 
increase in amonth and a staggering increase 
of close to ten points since February 1981. For 
black teen-age males, the increase is nearly 
ten points just since last th! Given the fact 
that the rates for white teen-agers have actu- 
ally come down from last month -- although 
they are somewhat higher than a year ago -- it 
is undeniable that the Reagan Administration 
is shortchanging thosé categories of jobless- 
ness where the need is greatest, and that its 
priorities are misplaced. 

These worsening statistics and the multi- 
tude of human tragedies behind them are 
directly traceable to rolibacks of the very pro-

Job Training Can Pay Its

A recent study by a major university on the 


impact and benefits of Federal job training 


efforts is indeed timely. Hopefully this data 
will find its way to open minded individuals 
within the Reagan administration. 

The study strengthens the contention that 
Comprehensive Employment and Training Act 
(CETA) employees are not on a form of 
“welfare,” as the Reagan administration 
maintains. In fact, the report affirms that job 
training can pay for itself and that such 
projects are investments in the future 
economic growth of our nation. 

These were among the conclusions reached 
when the University of Kansas Schoo! of 
Business recently examined the effect of 
CETA training programs on participants’ 
income. The researchers conducted their 
study during several three month test periods 
in 1979 and 1980. 

Another conclusion was that the average 
earned income of persons trained under 
CETA was 65 percent higher than the income 
ot similar individuals who had failed to secure 


_ such training. 


training costs trained in

Bites By Ticks In May, June 


“May and June are the 


critical months in Ohio for 
the transmission of Rocky 
Mountain Spotted Fever," 
said State Health Director 
John H. Ackerman. Dr 
Ackermanrecommends 
that individuals take pre- 
cautions to avoid bites by 
ticks, carriers of the 
disease. F 

“Avoiding weedy areas 
and checking frequently 
forticks when outdoors are 
good procedures to follow 
A favofite place for ticks is 
in the scalp area, especially 
behind the ears. Children 
should be checked often, 
particularly if they have 
been playing outdoors or 
around dogs," Ackerman 
said. 

He advised that wearing 
long sleeves, pants tucked 
into socks and boots, and 
gloves helps protect indi- 
viduals from ticks. “To 
reduce the spread of ticks. 
use tick collars on pets and 
keep dogs tied. Keeping 
yards and fields mowed 
discourages ticks,’ he 
added.
